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Europe a Vast Military Camp. 


The Annual Cost of the Six Groat Armies— 
Bow Mucl. It Retinlree to Keep linen 
Soldier- The Amount Expended Upon 
tfmStiS Annaments-The Situation the 
tame ma tn 1748. 



A short essay, entitled/The Question 
of Money, has been prepared by M. <Je 
Qirardin, in which it it made to appear 
that all existing Governments, except 
those of America and England, are fast 
hastening in the direction of bank- 
ruptcy. Referring to the political 
systems whioh in recent years have al- 
ternately found favor with mankind, 
M. de Qirardin says the result is 
"Europe is one vast camp," the six 
powers alone spending close upon 
1500,000,000 annually upon soldiers. 
On this subject he makes a minute 
calculation, $503,40, which, for an 
army of 106,000 men, makes her mili- 
tary expenditure $o3,25G,lG0 per an- 
nuni; A soldier costs the French Re- 
public only slightiy /over $254, but 
then her Army amounts to 480,000 
men, and thus raises her military ex- 
penses to $112,913/298. The Czar 
payB a little over §238 a head for his 
soldiers.but ho has 575,000_in the reg- 
ular Army to pay, and the total cost 
of the Russian Army for a single year 
- - - l - 1 at the enormous'; Bum of 



$137,034J25. The Germnn Govern 
ment pays a little over $225,14 for 
each of its soldiers, of whom it has no 
less than 412,000, costing the Empire 
$92,763,603. Italy pays loss than $181,- 
58 a head for her soldiors.who number 
in all 205,200, and cost3 the Kingdom 
$37,165,086. The Austrian Army seems 
to be intrinsically the cheapest of those 
kept up by the great powers. Each 
man is supposod to cost the public 
$174,30, which, for an army of 273,800, 
gives a total of $47,705,914. 

To these sums must have been added 
the annual amount expended by the 
great powers upon naval armaments, 
which nay be roughly stated at $60,- 
000,000 for England, $35,000,000 for 
Franoe, $24,000,000 for Russia, $7,- 
000,000 apiece for Germany and Italy, 
and $5,000,000 for .Austria, making a 
total of $135,000,000. The danger of 
a universal insolvency will never be 
removed till, in the words of Victor 
Hugo, rulers shall have ceased their 
search for the philosopher's stone of a 
definitive and invincible armament; 
and leave oil* first spending uiilhouBon 
ships which no projectile can pierce 
and then Spending additional mil- 
lions on the construction of projectiles 
to pierce the same ships. 

OnriouBly enough, as M. Jo Giror/Iin 
points out, tue present situation of Eu- 
rope can scarcely be bettor described than 
in the words of Montesquieu, who wrote 
in 1878:— 

"A new distemper has now spread over 
Europe; it has seized our Princes, and 
made them keep up an inordinate num- 
ber of troops. Tho disease has its 
paroxysms, and necessarily beeomoa con- 
tagious; for as soon as ono State has 
• incrousod the number of what it calls its 
troops, tho others immediately do tho 
same, so that uo.,o of tlienigairi anything, 
except a sharo in the common ruin. Every 
monarch keeps on foot armies of such a 
size as might be raised if bis people are 
in danger of actual extermination ; ; and 
rot they call this state of struggle of all 
peace. True, it is this state of struggle 
•which Chiefly keeps up tho European 
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i»to individuals whoshonldfiud ihomsolves 
in the condition in whioh are now placed 
the two wealthiest powers of this 
part of tho world, would not know 
how to subsUt. We are poor with tho 
riches and commerce of tho whole world. 
Tno necessary consequence of such a 
situation is tho perpetual augmentation 
of tuxes, and— what cuts off from all reme- 
dies in tho future— States uo longer count 
on their revenues, but inako war with 
their capital. It is by no moans an un- 
heard-of thing for States to mortgage their 
property in limo of peace, employ, to ruin 
themselves, moans which they call extra- 
ordinary. »"d whioh, indeed, aro so ex- 
traordinary that tho most extravagant son 
and heir in tho world would soarcoly 

Imagine the m."

The Russians endeavored to obtain In 
formation by tapping the wires betwoen 
Kars and Ernan, but weru immediately 
discovered by the questions they asked. 

The inhabitants of Erzoroum contribute 
largely for the defence of Kars. 

London, May H. — The Telegraph's spe 
cialfrom Batoum says at 5 u'oiock Friday 
morning the Russians made a furiouo nt, 
tack upon the heights defending Batoum 
on the lond side ocoupiad by Bashi Ba- 
zonks. Tho Ottoman troops woro en- 
trenched and opened a terrible fire of can- 
non and musketry which literally mowed 
the Russians down in swaths. They fell 
by scores and hundreds on the ploin be- 
low the Turkish position in attempts to 
make wav against the tire. A body of 
Turkish horse and foot taking advantage 
of the tbiok forest broke forth upon the 
flank of tho Russian column and effected 
great slaughter, the Muscovites being 
upon ground which was perfectly open 
having no choice but to fight or fly. In 
a short time tho spot became covered with 
dead and dyiDg Russians, but the enemy 
quickly brought up reinforcements and 
the battle was renewod with much deter- 
mination for many hours. The efforts of 
the assailants were desperately maintain- 
ed, but towards midday their artillery fire 
gradually slackened, and they at length 
withdrew after suffering great losses. A.n 
eye-witness of this important engagement 
testified that, the Ottoman soldiers behav- 
ed admirably. They had the advantage 
of entrenchments, however, on the high 
ground, and it is duo to this fact, no 
doubt, that their loss compared to the 
Russians was insignificant. 

The Telegraph's Batoum dispatch, dated 
Saturday, says the victory was won by 
the extraordinary courage of the Bashi 
Bazouks. The dead and wounded Rus 
sians exceed 4000. The engagement last 
ed over eight hours. The lastof theRus- 
sians did not withdraw until near mid 
night. The Russians lost many guns. The 
only Turkish officer of note killed was 
Khud Boy, major of the irregularis. 

Constantinople, May 13.— The Cham- 
ber of Deputies voted an address thank- 
ing the British Government for its reply 
to Qortschakoff's circular. 

London, May 13. — A Widdin dispatch 
dated Sunday says an attack from Rou 
mania is apprehended. Tue strong Turk- 
ish force is enthusiastic, in excellent con- 
dition and thoroughly prepared. 

Rustchak dispatches mention an acci- 
dental explosion on board a monitor an- 
chored at VVutchin; probably the monitor 
reported suuk by Russian batteries. 

Constantinople, May 13.— The Porto 
is very uneasy about supplies of arms and 
ammunition htill to come from Now York 
and is very angry with America for al- 
lowing the Russian squadron to remain 
in American waters. The bad feeling is 
increasing. Turkish journals already ad- 
vocate the massacre of Christians. The 
English representative has demanded an 
explanation. Many Turks resent the idea 
of tuo friendly occupation of Constantino- 
ple by England and say if England wants 
to help Turkoy quo should do so on the 
Danube or in Asia. There is great un- 
easiness among Europeau residonts und 
many havo loft. 

The Khedive's actions are watohed. It 
is known ho has been tempted previously 
by Russia aud it is thougbt if the Turks 
Buffer any important reverses the tompta- 
tion will prove too strong for him. 

Bucharest, May 1-1. — Tho Russian 
troops passing hero have exchanged the 
ordinary colors for flags bearing a double 
Greek oross, carried only when the war is 
a roligious one. 

Pkka, May I t. — It is learned on good 
authority that England has ordered a well 
known bankor to purchase a hundred 
thousand head of cattle. 

London, May 14. — All the Russion 
journals except tho Journal de St. Peters- 
burg have been forbidden to reproduce 
Earl Derby's note. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fhancisco, May 14.— Goo. M. Pin- 
noy was examined before the Commission- 
ers in tho 4th District Court to-day, on 
an ordor issuod on oomplaint of Alox. C. 
Forbes, who claims possession of judg- 
ment against Goo.

San Fhancisco, May 13.— 1 ho Pacific 
Mail steamer City of Tokio which arrived 
Sis morning brought 1115 Chinese pass- 
Lgors, tho greatest number ever arrived 
by one Btounior. 



St. Petersburg, May 14. — A dispatch 
officially contradicts the reported attempt 
of the Russians to cross the Danube at 
Boni and tho dofoat on the ninth. 

Bucharest, May 14. — A correspondent 
says it is stated in official circles that tho 
Turkish vessels built at Perth are com- 
pled aud havo arrived in the Danube 
above Kalafat. Tho Turks commenced a 
violent bombardmont of that ploce on the 
13th to distract attention. Roumanian 
batteries were unharmed. Extensivo 
movemonts of tho Turkish cavalry aro 
observed from the Roumanian side of tho 
Danube. The Turks threaten to bom- 
bard Simmitza, cross the river afterwards 
and plunder tho town. 

London, May 14.— Bucharest journals 
state that tho Turks havo crossed tho 
Danube at Cracharesch and stolen 1200 
sheep and some cattle. 

Bucharest, May 13.— The Turks en- 
deavored and failed on Saturday to land at 
ot Anitza. 

Cons'i„»wtnople, May 13. — Count

London, May 13. — The circuit, ricmnt 
Andrassy to Austrian representatives 
abroad announces that Austria will con- 
sider any declaration of independence by 
Roumania null and void.

Belgkade, May 15. — The first class of 
the Militia has received orders to be 
readiness and provided With four days 
provisions. The exportation of corn and 
beef from Servia has been prohibited, 

London, May 13 —Lord Erskino and 
the Marchioness of Lothair aro dead. 

Paris, May 13. — Louis Joseph Ernest 
Picard advocate and statesman, is dead 

London, May 14. — In the House of

Spring Assizes.

MR. JUSTICE QUAY'S CHAJiGE. 

Mr. Justice Gray addressing the Grand 
Jury said that whilst most of tho offences 
coming before their notice were not of a 
very gravo class thero were some which 
had most seriously affected the trade and 
commerce of the Province. The first case 
on the docket, that of Burns, charged with 
•tealing a pooket-book containing money 
from a man iu a saloon, was very simple, 
as, also, was that of Roberts, charged with 
assaulting one Daniel Gannon with a 
pitchfork ami a tomahawk. If, from the 
evidence placed before thom, tho jury 
thought the cases were ones for a Petty 
Jury, they would find true bills. Tho same 
remarks would apply to the caso ofCharley 
Walker, charged with escaping from the 
chain gang— a violation of the law. The 
indictments, however, against Phillips, 
Hogan, Thompson and others required to 
ho explained. Most of tho Grand Jury 
were doubtless acquainted "with, tho cir- 
cumstances leading to the charges. It 
appeared in February last that the parties 
indioted beeamo dissatisfied with tho 
wages paid them by Mes°rs. Dunsmuir, 
Diggle ife Co. of Nanaiino, and demanded 
higher wagos, which their employers de- 
clined to give. Now, it was plain that no 
employer of labor must pay a laborer more 
than he had agreed to, and it was also 
equally plain that a laborer should not 
eipect more than ho had a right to de- 
mand. It was a matter of simple contract 
between the parties and consequently if do- 
fondants in this particular instaocoweronot 
satisfied with the wages they wore earn- 
ing they had a perfoct right to leave their 
situations and walk away. On tho other 
side it was plain that the employer could 
not be expected to sacrifice his property 
for the take of obliging a laboror by the 
payment of higher wages than ho could 
afford. Under auch simple circumstances 
he could not conceive how any difficulty 
could arise, but human nature taught us 
that it would ariso and had arisen olse- 
where, and Parliament had consequently 
legislated to meet the matter, and made it 
a criminal offonco to attempt to procuro a 
higher rate of wages by combination. 
Arising out of the difficulty ordorB for 
ejectment ensued and the sheriff went in 
the diBohargo of his duty to carry the 
orders into effect; but in the first instance 
he met with resistance and only partially 
carried out his instructions. Ho then re- 
turned to Victoria and, with a numbor of 
special constables, returned to Nanuitno 
and made a second effort to onforco the 
law. On the second occasion too the 
shoriff had mot with resistance, not only 
from the partios now indicted, but from 
the miners generally. It was a niattor 
deeply to be regretted that the sheriff had 
no alternative then but to apply for the 
assistance of the military to curry out tho 
orders of tho oivil courts, and with that 
assistance the ejectment orders had been 
onforcod. Hero, to those directly con- 
cerned, tho scono to all intonts and pur- 
poses closed, but the public— tho great 
majority of tho people — demanded some- 
thing moro. Their interests demanded 
that it should bo known that tho law of 
the land will he carried out at any risk 
and at any exponse; even if ovory ono of 
H.M. ships here hits to bo called uponjevon 
if every ablo bodied man in the Province 
is called on to bear arms; oven if every 
dollar in tho public chest is expended. 
Such was tho gravity of tho offences with 
which those men were charged thathofolt 
it his duty to oxplain tho law relative 
thereto. Any person who assaults, rosisls 
or obstructs any peaco officer, or tuoso as- 
sisting him, in tho execution of his duty 
is, under tho Canadian law now in forco 
here, guilty of a misdemeanor and liable 
to imprisonment. Now, Hogan, Phillips 
and Thompson wero indicted for resisting 
the shoriff aud his bailiifs in tho discharge 
of their duty. Tho sheriff had not only 
been personally resibtod by these men, 
but the evidence showed that thoy had 
been instrumental in inducing a majority 
of tho miners to resist that officer's au- 
thority. If tho jury therefore thought 
the ovidonco sufficiently clear on this 
point and believed that the defendants 
had obstructed tho sheriff the caso Bhould 
be sent to tho Potty Jury. Tho defendants, 
viz: Hoskins, Thompson, Edwards, Phil- 
lips aud Hoggan, wore also indicted for 
intimidating two workmen named Soeors 
and Oaborn and, by unlawfully combining 
for preventing thom to perform that which 
thoy had a porfoctly legal right to por- 
form. Tho evidenoe soeinod to prove that 
the defendants drove tho two men awny 
from tho cobI mine and would not lot 
them go to work. This, if done with tho 
viow of raising tho rato of wages, was an 
illegal and punishable offence. Tho jury 



have to satisfy themselves that they used 

violence in carrying their point. The 
Crown officer, with a vory proper sense of 
his duty, had indioted the defendants for 
all the various offences which it was alleg- 
ed they had been guilty of. With refer- 
ence to the strike, so far as he (the learn- 
ed Judge) knew, thero was no specific 
time for which the miners wore engaged 
to work; they therefore had a perfoct right 
at any time to leave and the employers, 
Messrs. Dunsmuir, Diggle <fc Co., had just 
as porfect a right to discharge thom. If 
the jury felt satisfied that tho defendants 
had conspired to make others leave 
Messrs. Duusmuir'e employ, then for this 
thoy were also indictablo.lt was a mistaken 
notion and a false sympathy to assert that 
the rights of the laboring man must ho 
respected at the expense of all other rights, 
for was not every man in the world a lab- 
orer either by his brain or muscular pow- 
er? It was a misapplied and misguided 
sympathy to say that because a man ob- 
tained his living by the sweat of his brow 
his rights must be respected in disregard 
of thoso of another man who earned his 
living in any other manner. It was a 
principle which, if once allowed, would 
sap the fundamental laws of society and 
introduce tho worst features of commu- 
nism. Again, if the jury were satisfied that 
coaibinatiou had taken placo, thoy should 
remember that eaoh member of t hat com- 
bination was responsible for tho actions 
of eaoh and all of the members so long as 
thoso actions tended to the common end 
sought to bo gained. Each aud all bo- 
camo responsible for eaoh aud all. This 
j>hase, however, did not terminate tho 
matter. The law went further and the 
jury would have another indictment tocon- 
sidor under an amended Act, which cays 
every person who uses violenco or throats 
of violence without legal authority to re- 
strain any person from doing that which 
he has a legal right to do, is liable to fine 
and imprisonment. The jury would thoro- 
foro have to consider whether violonco or 
threats wore used to induce Secora and 
Osborn from performing a legal act — 
from, in fact, going to work for the Com- 
inuy. It was perfectly clear defendants 
lad no legal authority over the two men 
and if threats had beon used they must 
have been illegal. Great as tho evil had 
beon attending this caso it had, as ovory 
evil has, its good. Hithorto tho Pro- 
vince had relied on moral prestigo to car- 
ry out the mandates of the civil courts, 
and it had been tho boast throughout the 
Deminiou that the law had been respect- 
ed by every class even in tho wildest dis- 
tricts of tho country. Here, then, when 
tho Province had become advancod iu 
civilization, thoy found n body of meu 
noar to the capital city using that rosis- 
unce which had never boforo been known 
nd that too without any necessity, for 
my or all of them could have appliod to 
the courts if they bad a grievance, aud 
would have met with just as much justioo 
as Mr. Dunsmuir or tho highest man in 
the country would. The good resulting 
from the evil was this: The Province now 
knows that thorejexists a body of men who 
although obtaining thoir living in our 
midst are at any moment prepared to turn 
out and enforce tho laws of the country 
at the risk even of thoir own lives, and he 
felt ho would be forgetful of bis duty if 
he did not pay that tribute to the Militia 
which it was gratifying to know they do- 
served. Before concluding bis chargoho 
desired, however, to call the attention of 
the Jury to tho existence in thoir midst 
of matters detrimental to tho publio weal. 
More particularly he wished to point out 
to them that slaughter houses existed in 
the vicinity of the city and that from these 
placos pools of putrid animal and vegeta- 
ble matter emanated such as wero at any 
lime likely to brood fever and disease. 
Nothing contributed moro to tho spread 
of disease and fevers than a collection of 
putrid animal aud vegetable matter, and 
ho regretted to stato that within a few 
hundred yards of tho public school thero 
existed a slaughterhouse, from which the 
effluvia was perfectly horriblo and was 
likely at any time to carry disoaso to 
every family in the city. The law on tho 
subject was very plain. It was not ne- 
cessary for the jury to wait until some fo- 
ver had broken out for if it was thought 
that the putrid filth frem the slaughter- 
house was likely to result injuriously to 
the public health or oven public comfort 
it might bo indicted as a nuisance. He 
had thought it his duty to call tho atten- 
tion of the jury to the matter and ho 
would leave it to them to deal with it as 
they thought discreet. Another matter 
His Lordship wished to call the attention 
of the jury to was the fact that cattlo were 
permitted to wander about the streets aud 
it was only the other day that the jury 
had doubtless heard of a little child being 
tossed by a bull. He was glad to know- 
that tho Municipality of Victoria now had 
a very intelligent logal gentleman at its 
head and pointed out to the jury that it 
was incumbent on the Municipality to 
carry out tho laws which they made. A 
pound keeper was paid S?75 per month to 
prevonttho roaming of cattlo throughout 
the streets and because tho Council know 
that they (tho Council) wore responsible 
for tho faithful carrying out of tho pound- 
keepers duties they required from him 
sureties in tho sum of 3500. Tho point 
he wished to impress upon tho jury was 
that if they thought the public safety was 
endangered it was thoir duty to make a 
presentment to tho Court and an indict- 
ment would then bo drawn. If thoy neg- 
lected to do so tho responsibility of fu- 
ture accidonts would rest with 
them and not with tho law of 
tho land. Children of tender years even 
on their way to school or wanderisg 
about the streets wero not safe from tho 
habits of vicious animals, and trusting 
to tho intelligence of the jury bo really 
hoped that thoy would not omit to make 
a presentment to tho Court in connection 
with the matter. Tho gentlemen of the 
jury would now retire to thoir room aud 
considor the various indictments wkicb 
would bo placed boforo thom. 

After a short absence tho jury brought 
in a true bill against Ed* ant Banks for 
neglecting to bury a smallpox patient, 
Wm. Roberts, indicted for assaulting 
Danjol Gannon, and Charloy Walker, in- 
dicted for breaking from custody. 

NEGLECTING TO BUHY. 

Tho first ease called was that of Edward 
Banks charged witb leaving in January 
last the body of a woman infoctod with 
smallpox on tho sidewalk having provi- 
ouusly undertaken to bury it. 

Mr. Walkem appeared for tho prisoner 
who pleaded not guilty. 

Tho Altornoy General in opening tho 
caso for tho Crown call tho attention of 
tho jury to tho heinous nature of tho of- 
fonoo with which the prisoner was charg- 
ed— ono which might have resulted in tho 
terrible spread of a most dreaded disease. 
Tho prisoner had boen paid S20 to bury 



Store streat and subsequently on Pandora 
street, tho latter a locality inhabited vory 
thickly by families and ono in which there 
were a great number of children always 
running about. On a second oount the 
prisoner was ako indioted for mingling 
with the common people and boasting 
that ho had tho smallpox himself and 
would give it to everybody, thereby cre- 
ating terror amongst tho the people. 

L. P. Lewis sworn, deposed that he was 
employed last boptombor by the City 
Council, Ho remembered tho death of 
an Indian woman dying of smallpox. He 
saw her nine days boforo she died. Wit- 
ness procured a nurso for the woman as 
he was aoting as deputy health officer. 
When the woman diod he employed tho 
prisoner to bury her aud paid him 820 to 
do so. Prisoner subsequently at witness' 
request gave the moroy back to him be- 
cause he (witness) learnt that the body bad 
not been burriod. Prisoner said the body 
was too heavy /or him to draw and he 
could not bother with it. Superintendent 
Bowden told him (witness) that, the body 
was not buried. The prisoner did not 
olaim that he was drunk and could not 
work. 

Cross examined — On several occasions 
the prisoner had buried smallpox patients 
and had somo assistance. Tho handcart 
used was a heavy one. Could not swear 
that tho body was infected with smallpox 
but was vory much under that impression. 
Remembered tolling prisoner that as tho 
night was long he would have plenty of 
time to bury tho body without assistance. 
Did not promise that an Indian should 
assist him. 

Constable Lindsay sworn, deposed that 
in December 1876 his attontion was called 
by tho proprietor of the Telegraph Hotol 
to a a coffin left on tho sidowalk of Fis- 
guard street. Tho prisoner was near to 
it and witness romonstratod with him aud 
told him if ho did not take the body away 
ho would bring the case before tho grand 
jury. Prisoner was drunk at the time 
and vory abusive. This was between 10 
and 12 o'clock. Ho asked mo to assist him te 
place tho coffin on a handcart but I de- 
clined. Subsequently tho prisoner put 
the coffin on the truck but it fell off and 
on Government street the truck upset and 
the ceffin again fell off and tho prisoner 
down. Tho prisonor once moro got the 
coffin on, but made frequent halts until at 
1 a.m. witness wont off duty when ho ro- 
porlod the case. 

Constable White deposed that in De- 
cember last his attention was call to a cof- 
fin left on tho sidewalk opposite Mr. Hih- 
ben's house nn Pandoiu streets; a truck 
stood beside it but prisonor was not thero. 
Witness procured a mannamod Peattwho 
removod it. 

James Poatt deposed that the police 
asked him to bury the body after it had 
been found on Pandora street. He found 
a coat and vest and an empty gin bottle ly- 
ing near tho coffin. The prisoner subse- 
quently eamo to witness' house and claim- 
ed the coat and vest. 

Mr. Walkem said he did not intend to 
call any evidence and the Attorney Goner- 
al then briefly summoned up the evidence 
for tho prosecution. 

Mr. Walkem addressing tho jury said 
the defence of the prisonor was that Mr. 
Lewis had promised to provide him such 
assistance as was necessary to help him 
to bury the body and had failed to do so. 
Ho also pleaded that there was no posi- 
tive evidence that tho woman had died of 
smallpox or that tho body found on tho 
sidowalk could be traced. The timo was 
also indolinito inasmuch as Lewis had 
sworn to September and tho othora to De- 
cember last. In the bargain to bury there 
was not any condition as to timo or local- 
ity of burial and the only ovidonce against 
tho prisoner was his own admission that 
the body was infected with smallpox. 

Mr. J ustico Gray pointed out that the 
whole caso rested on tho question whe- 
ther tho woman died of smallpox or not. 
If a doubt oxistod on this point tho pris- 
Boner was entitled to the benefit of it. 

The jury retired aud after a short ob- 
eence brought in a verdict of not guilty 
on tho grounds of insufficient evidence 
as to cause of death.

DRUNK. 

A juryman named Georgo Scott was 
here produced in Court in a state of 
intoxication. 

The Judge asked him how ho dared to 
insult tho Court by appearing in a drunk- 
en condition when called on to try a ques- 
tion between two of his follow subjects, 
and ordored a constable to take him in 
charge until the morning, by which time 
ho (tho judge) hoped he would he sober, 
if not he would commit him for a further 
24 hours. 

PRESENTMENT. 

At 4:30 p.m. the Grand Jury again en- 
tered the court-room and handed in the 
following presentment: 

That there are four slaughter houses 
within the limits of the City of Viotoria, 
and that these establishments are situated 
in close proximily to the Royal Hospital 
and Publio Sohools; that they are a source 
of serious nuisance in their neighborhood 
and highly detrimental to publio health. 
They therefore further present that the 
occupiers of the slaughter houses in ques- 
tion bo indicted accordingly, viz: Fredk. 
Reynolds, Joseph Heywood, Messrs. 
Phelps, Wadleigh & Co., and Messrs. 
Goodacro and Dooloy. 

The Grand J ury would also further pre- 
sent that tho roaming of oattle at largo 
within the limits of tho City of Victoria 
is a very general praotice contrary to law, 
fraught with much danger and annoyance, 
aud whereas on tho 12th inst. a child was 
attacked and tossed by a bull roaming at 
largo in Victoria tho Grand Jury present 
that the pound keeper of the City of Vic- 
toria, who is charged with tho duty of 
carrying into effect tho law for tho pre- 
vention of tho roaming cattle at large 
within tho limits of the oitv, be indicted 
accordingly. J."H. Innes, 

Foreman. 

Mr. J ustice Gray said he would take 
care that tho presentment was forwarded 
to tho proper quartBr, and ho had little 
doubt that it would result in tho abate- 
ment of the nuisances. He thanked tho 
Grand Jury for thoir prompt attontion 
and intimated that their valuable servioes 
would not bo required again. 

The Court then adjourned till 11 a.m. 
Thursday morning.

The Grand Jury, after due considera- 
tion, entered the court-room aud Etatod 
that thoy had found truo bills on all tho 
indictments (7) against the Nanaimo mi- 
ners. Thoy had also found a true bill 
against John Burnes indicted for lar- 
ceny. 

ASSAULT. 

Tho next case called was that of Wm. 
Roberts charged with assaulting Daniel 

Gnu non. 

The Attorney-General said that the pro- 
secutor would bo tho principal witness 
called in this caso and thero would there- 
fore bo no conflict of evidence. Accord- 
ing to prosecutor's statement, tho prisoner 
committed tho assault while Gannon wns 
asleep, striking him with an axe. Gan- 
non rose to protect himself when prisoner 
stabbed him in tho neck with a fork and 
bit a pieco out of his leg. If Gannon's 
evidence was true tho assault must neces- 
sarily have beon unprovoked and coward- 
ly. Casos of assault with deadly weapons 
wero fortunately rare in this neighbor- 
hood, and ho was certain that if tho jury 
wore of opinion that Gannon's evideuco 
was trustworthy they would find tho pri- 
soner guilty and thus do thuir dully ia 
suppressing rowdyism. 

Daniel Gannon sworn, gavo evidence 
substantially similar to that given in the 
Polico Court a few days siuco, and con- 
stable Sullivan doposed to the prosecutor 
being covered with blood when ho laid 
tho charge against tho prisoner. 

Tho prisoner, who was undefondod, 
said that ho had two witnesses, but un- 
fortunately thoy wero in jail. He denied 
tho eyidenoe of tho witness Gannon and 
assorted that the cut inflietod on Gan- 
non's uo3 was tho result of his knuckles 
in a light. Gannon had boen trying to 
obtain a Siwash to swear falsely against 
him and had perjured himself in tho wit- 
ness-bos. The prisonor then asked that 
tho Supt. of Polico might give evidence 
as to Gannon'B charactor. 

Supt. Bowden said that as to tho char- 
acter both of tho prisonor and Gannon 
there was not a pin to choose botweon 
them. Thoy wero two of a very rough 
crowd of men who came up from San 
Francisco to work for Dunsmuir & Co. 
Both hud given a great deal of trouble to 
tho polico by night and by day. Gannon 
had never boon charged with violence; 
but the prisoner, on a iKovioua occasion, 
had. 

Tho jiulgo charged the jury, who then 
requested that thoy might bo allowed to 
examine Gannon's nose and determine 
whether tho wound was inflioted by a 
knife or fist. 

' The jury, after a brief consultation, re- 
turned a vordict of guilty of common as^

The City Counoil mot last night, all the 
members being present. 

A request was read from Mr. Goorgo 
Morrison, asking for the definition of the 
street lines on Broughton and L&ngloy 
streets. Granted. 

An offer was road from Mr. Wm. Rob- 
ertson, to rent tho pest houso to tho city 
at 810 per month, acoompanied by a re- 
quest for §150 arrears of rent. Offer ac- 
cepted with tho privilege of purohaso on 
expiration of lease and non-liability in the 
case of fire. 

Soveral applications for the extensiou of 
water mains were referred to tho Com- 
missioners. 

Complaint from Messrs. Rithet, Jones, 
and R. Wallace as to drainage in vioinity 
of Humboldt street. Referred to Street 
Committee. 

Request from residonts on Alfred street 
asking that the street may he gravelled. 
Laid over for four months. 

Tho poll-books relative to tho vote on 
the water works loan were inspocted, tho 
By-law was finally passed, and it was or- 
dered that tenders be invited for printing 
debentures, interest on debentures to be 
payable on July 2nd and January 2nd each 
year, and on motion it was ordered that 
tenders bo invited for a portion or tho 
whole of them. 

A By-law to authorize the sale of lands 
on whioh taxes amounting to §25 and up- 
wards have been due for three years, three 
months' notice of such saio to be given, 
was read a Bocond timo and passed. 

The Sunday Bylaw came up for a 
second reading. It prohibits tho opening 
of any store or shop for tho sale of goods 
between tho hours of midnight on Satur- 
day and midnight on Sunday. It also pro- 
hibits tho openiug of saloons and places 
of amusement during the hours of divino 
service on tho Sabbath days and prohibits 
any person following his ordinary calling 
on that day. Livory stable-keepers, milk- 
men, restaurant-keepers and others are 
exempted from tho operations of the By- 
law. 

Coun. Marvin suggested that copies of 
the Bylaw be laid boforo each Councillor. 

Coun. Williams said tho Bylaw was too 
absurd for discussion, butCoun. Marvin's 
suggestion was adopted.

was not. oniwf* " f ,ta y complaint over hav- 
ing been made in tho Council with refer- 
ence to a nuisanco which had not beon 
dealt with as tho law directs. If the 
slaughterhouses were a nuisance the Cor- 
poration had had no notification of the 
fact. 

The question of defining tho limits for 
the operation of the Pound Bylnw was 
discussed, and on motion of Coun. Jeffree 
the existing law was ordored to bo amend-' 
ed so that it may be thoroughly carried 
out. 

Coun. Marvin called attention to tho 
deplorable condition of numerous side- 
walks, and Coun. Turner to tho danger- 
ous state of Esquimalt road bridge. Coun. 
Marvin gavo notice of amending the 
Sidewalk Bylaw, and Coun. Jeffree sug- 
gested the propriety of fixing on somo 
place for the deposit of offensive rubbish. 

Council then adjourned.
